be revoked, and that the following be now substituted therefor : — 

“ That Sgintme gAetutse An AtAp peAOAp Ua tAogAipe, 
the second of the two works originally prescribed as standards, 
suffice as a standard for the style and character of the passages 
to be set for translation from Irish into English, in Irish, Middle 
Grade, Honours, 1906.”
